Digital Death Star 


US-based owner of Fox takes broadcasting into dangerous territo; 


AMERICAN MEDIA MOGUL RUPERT 
Murdoch is mobilizing to further 
expand his TV empire beyond 
broadcast and cable. His plans to 
acquire the key direct broadcast 
satellite service (DBS}—DirecTV— 
will allow Murdoch to advance his 
political agenda, creating new chan- 
nels and services that disseminate 
the ideology now espoused by Fox 
News. 

News Corp. wants to buy Hughes 
Electronics—the parent company of 
Direc V—from General Motors. If 
the deal is allowed to go through, 
Murdoch will have a triple play 
when it comes to influencing U.S. 
television with his control of broad- 
cast, cable and satellite channels. His 
News Corp now owns 35 broadcast 
TV stations and significant cable 
channels like Fox News, Fox Sports 
and even National Geographic TV. 
Add to that DirecTV's 11 million 
subscribers and Murdoch will be 
able to greatly shape broadcast and 
new digital television services. While 
both the U.S. Department of Justice 
and the Federal Communications 
Commission (the American equiva- 
lent of Canada’s CRTC) have to 
approve the deal, don’t expect any 
significant opposition (the FCC is 
chaired by Colin Powell’s son). 
Republican lawmakers in the House 
practically fell on their knees when 
Murdoch testified about the pro- 
posed buyout recently. And why 
not? Fox News essentially provides 
a 24/7 campaign contribution to the 
Bush White House. 

The need to oppose the DirecTV 
acquisition is urgent. Contrary to his 
promises, Murdoch will use 
DirecTV as a “death star” to force his 
programming on cable companies 
by threatening a price war unless 
they give Fox favorable access. Since 
News Corp will control cable TV's 
principal multi-channel competitor, 
it will easily create new channels— 
unlike anyone else in the TV busi- 
ness. Rather than engage in open 
combat and competition, cable 
powerbrokers such as Comcast and 
AOL-Time Warner will likely 
accommodate Murdoch and add his

new channels to their own services. 
Imagine Fox News on steroids. 
Worse, with DirecTV's capacity to 
“spotbeam” channels to serve dis- 
tinct communities, localized versions 
of Fox programs could be available 
in major cities across the nation. 

The purchase of DirecTV will also 
enhance Murdoch’s existing clout in 
the U.S. media market. First, News 
Corp. has already secured key tech- 
nologies that will act as a virtual toll- 
booth for the emerging digital TV 
marketplace. For example, News 
Corp. subsidiary Gemstar, better 
known as TV Guide onscreen, 
allows it to influence viewer pro- 
gramming choices though its control 
of the key electronic program guide. 
Murdoch’s NDS service, which pro- 
vides set-top box software, will 
expand their clout into new broad- 
band digital applications.

Finally, Murdoch's acquisition of 
DirecTV, as noted in News Corp.'s 
“public interest” filing at the FCC 
will greatly expand its global power. 
The document openly touts the “effi- 
ciencies” of the merger, since 
Murdoch already controls key satel- 
lite TV systems serving Europe and 
Asia. The U.S. deal will cap a long- 
standing quest by Murdoch to add 
the U.S. market to his immense 
media empire, and further his politi- 
cal influence all across the globe.

But critics and others 
will be able to weigh in—whether 
through congressional pressure or 
other means—through the late fall, 
when approval is expected. 
Murdoch has already promised not 
to discriminate against potential pro- 

am competitors, such as 
Disney / ABC, GE/NBC, and 
Viacom /CBS, preempting any seri- 
ous resistance from the heavy hit- 
ters. 

Ideally, the merger should be 
denied, but such is the state of com- 
petition policy and anti-trust rules 
(let alone political corruption) that 
there is little likelihood for an out- 
right rejection. But opposition is 
essential, covering a number of 
fronts, to develop some federally 
imposed safeguards on the deal. For 
example, Murdoch must be denied 
full control of the channel capacity of 
DirecTV.

He of 
the huge pipes, Alfie Zappacosta, 
one of Canada’s great pure singers 
and songwriters, just signed a mullti- 
record deal with Marquis, a 
Canadian company distributed by 
EMI. Marquis started out as a classi- 
cal label, but recent signings include 
west coast cabaret singer Patricia 
O’Callaghan and east coast jazz pop 
singer Molly Johnson. 

Back when he led the rock band 
known only as Zappacosta, the 
namesake signed with Capitol in 
1983 and made a splash with the sin- 
gle “Passion.” The next year, 
Zappacosta garnered a Juno Award 
for Most Promising Male Vocalist Of 
The Year. Following the initial suc- 
cess, he was a featured singer in 
David Foster's “Tears Are Not 
Enough” Ethiopia relief record. In 
1988 Zappacosta wrote a tune called 
“Overload” that appeared in the 
Dirty Dancing soundtrack, one of the 
highest selling soundtrack albums of 
all time. 

Successful stateside tours and a 
burgeoning musical theatre career 
kept Zappacosta busy until 1996 
when the lead role in a production of 
Jesus Christ Superstar brought him to 
Edmonton. Lucky for us, 
Zappacosta was so taken with the 
city he moved his family up, and 
they've lived here ever since.

DJ. Number one seems like an 
absurd claim to make about any 
profession—the kind of line girls 
roll their eyes at as prowling club 
guys compete for their affections 
using any means possible. But for 
DJ Tiesto, it’s a proud mantle to 
wear for at least the rest of the year. 
The Dutch progressive-trance DJ, 
real name Tijs Verwest, got the offi-

“Forget Regret" manages to 
maintain its drive in spite of being peppered 
with jazz flute (usually the death of any 
track), Shelby Johnson's “How | Know" 
makes you forget Erykah’s impressive work 
a few tracks earlier, while Common's 
“Freestyle” rocks as steady as it should.

Globetrotting DJ sustained by Detroit 


A PLACE HAS ALREADY BEEN SET 
aside in the pantheon of dance music 
for Derrick May, thanks to his early, 
influential techno tracks—“Nude 
Photo,” “Strings Of Life” and “Salsa 
Life” come to mind. Considered, 
along with Kevin Saunderson, Juan 
Atkins and Eddie “Flashin’” Fowlkes 
to be one of the founding fathers of 
this thing we call techno, May has 
been hard at work with High Tech 
Soul, a Detroit production company, 
to prodyce Movement (www.move- 
mentfestival.com). They recently 
regained control of the festival from 
their unpopular predecessors, Carol 
Marvin and Pop Culture Media. 
Remix recently had a chance to speak 
with Derrick May by phone from 
Detroit. Topics include techno, the 
Movement festival, the city of Detroit 
and the commercialization of black 
radio. 


Remix: Why did you and other 
Detroit artists feel that it was impor- 
tant to gain control of the festival? 
Derrick May: We were not comfort- 
able with the direction that it was 
headed in and felt it was really, really 
important to get control back. I guess 
the most reasonable explanation is 
that we've worked really hard to put 
pective back not just on the 
mu If but also on the history.

IN 1993, JAMES FREY WOKE UP ON 
an airplane with his nose broken, 
his front four teeth missing and a 
large hole in his cheek. Coming 
down from a crack-cocaine high, 
he had no idea how he had lost his 
teeth and no idea where the plane 
was going. 

Frey’s new memoir A Million 
Little Pieces chronicles his addiction 
to drugs and alcohol and the time 
he spent as a 23-year-old 
drug addict at 
Hazelden, the 
famed 
Minnesota 
drug rehab pro- 
gram. Frey’s 
stripped-down 
writing pro- 
vides a harsh 
view of his own 
life and his bat- 
tles to become 
sober while fight- 
ing against the 
traditional drug 

rehab and 12-step 
programs. 

Frey’s writing, 
about pain sings 
when he under- 
goes a root canal 
with only two ten- 
nis balls to squeeze 
on. Frey takes the 
reader on a horrific 
tour of his craving 
for drugs and his 
desire to destroy 
himself. It is a brutal, 
beautifully written 
memoir. 

The press around 
Frey and his debut 
memoir may also be a 
case study on how lit- 
erary bad boys can be 
created in the media. 
Two months before 
the book's April publi- 
cation date, the New 
York Observer, a 
Manhattan weekly, 
published a gigantic 
profile on Frey, portraying him asa 
foul-mouthed Maileresque 
brawler, attacking other writers in 
his age group, including Dave 
Eggers and David Foster Wallace. 
In the article, Frey boasted that he 
wants to be the best writer of his 
generation. 

Though praising his book, the 
Observer piece was a hatchet job on 
Frey, more concerned with Frey’s 
tattoos and the quality of the furni- 
ture in his Manhattan apartment 
than the new memoir. 

“The Observer article has gotten 
my book a lot of attention,” said 
Frey, initially wary of a journalist 





by colourful inmates—a major 
West Coast mobster, a federal 
judge with a bourbon problem and 
a former champion boxer. He falls 
in love with a young woman who 
was prostituted out by her mother. 

In contrast to the self-destructive 
figure in his memoir and the boast- 
ful young writer created in the 
Observer piece, Frey is actually a 
soft-spoken 33-year old, with an 
underlying dark intensity. 

To write about the physical pain 
in the memoir, he tried to recreate 
the environment through music.

Since cyber- 
schools require minimal overhead, 
students who provide their own 
computer and Internet get paid $450 
a year from the school—provided 
they’re successful in their courses, 


school boards facing tough cuts here 
in the province, educational alterna- 
tives like cyberschools are looking 
more and more appealing. When 
already gifted students choose to 
learn at their own speed online, it 
trees up classroom space for kids 
who need more individual atten- 
tion. 

“T think Alberta Learning believes 
this is an innovative method of edu- 
cation,” says Giesbrecht. “Our 
superintendents certainly view this 
as the education of the 21st century. 
One of the mandates that we have is 
to bring this experience to every stu- 
dent in [the province] Trying to 
bring them some kind of online 
learning experience: that’s a goal 
that we're working to over the next 
three years,”

Not only is it the message of the 
story about Jim Carrey as Bruce, a 
jokey TV reporter who receives 
omnipotence, but it’s also the mes- 
sage of the film itself, since the film- 
makers really do have the power of 
God over the world of the movie. In 
both cases, faced with this awesome 
sower, filmmakers and Bruce do 
jj e same thing; blow it all on self- 
‘centred boobery of a depressingly 
low grade. =

Jennifer Aniston jiggling her boobs 
saying, “Are my boobs bigger?”

If that sounds funny to you, 
you'll probably have a pretty good 
time at Bruce Almighty, which is all 
about coasting as lazily as possible 
on Carrey’s supposedly manic 
comic energy. Carrey’s ina curious 
place in this film, no longer the liv- 
ing cartoon character he was in 
movies like Ace Ventura, not quite a 
“serious” dramatic character as he 
was in The Truman Show. Now he’s 
an uncomfortable fusion of both, a 
real guy with a lot of comic twitches 
and bits, verbal tics like saying “It’s 
good, it’s guuu-yud!” all the time. 

The big comedy set piece is a 
stuttering, speaking-in-tongues 
thing where Carrey takes petty 
revenge on the jerk who got the 
promotion Carrey wanted. 
Certainly, it is a form of humor, 
blurting out bu-guh bu-gah bu-guh 
funny noises in weird rhythm, and 
there was a sympathetic rumble of 
appreciative laughter in the theatre 

as the scene blurbled along. It’s 
pure clownery, making faces and 
funny sounds in the hope that 
somebody will laugh. 

But that’s the comedy high point 
of the movie, and it’s chuckle-wor- 
thy at best. Beyond that, a smoking 
Catherine Bell from TV’s JAG as the 
chick who wants to hump Carrey, 
Steven Carell from The Daily Show 
as the jerky news anchor, and a few 


amusing flights of visual fancy like 
a whirlwind of Post-It notes or the 
Parting of the Soup, Bruce Almighty 
completely punts the potential of 
the “What if I were God?” idea by 
defaulting to a bland, pablumized, 
secular envisioning of God. 

Indeed, it’s hard to imagine that 
anybody involved with Bruce 
Almighty has ever gone to a church, 
so empty is the film of religious 
insight. Instead, the notion of God 
is that fuzzy atheist one of God or 
“God” as a powerful and vaguely 
beneficent wizard in the sky, a view 
that’s also pretty comfortable to the 
millions of god-fearing Americans 
who believe but who don’t actually 
go to church or follow a particular 
faith. 

We see this in the rules Carrey 
has to obey when he becomes God: 
he can’t tell anyone his new docket 
and he can’t violate free will. On the 
surface that seems reasonable; if 
God exists, those seem to be the 
rules he plays by in this universe. 
But what the movie means by “not 
violating free will” is that Bruce has 
no connection to the human soul, 
can’t compel any action, and has no 
ability to change or influence or 
even know what people are think- 
ing. Folks who went to Sunday 
school may recall that this is kind of 
a central feature of most concep- 
tions of God. So in Philosophy 101 
terms, he’s got omnipotence with- 
out omniscience, and without that 
knowledge, Bruce isn’t God—he’s 
just Neo. 

So instead of the movie being 
“What if you were God?” it’s more 
like “What if you were a Wizard?”

temperature American remake with 
little personality, a lot of technology, 
things going fast, things exploding, 
and things going fast then explod- 
ing. 

Not that the excessive original 
lacks silly gadgets, outrageous car 
chases, and lots of explosions, but 
it’s also got style to burn. Much of 
the mischievous attitude of the 1969 
British heist caper is courtesy of its 
star, Michael Caine in one of his best 
roles. He’s greedy, proud, and 
charismatic—qualities that help him 
as much as hurt him when orches- 
trating a massive gold theft under 
the noses of both the Italian govern- 
ment and the mafia. He sets the 
cheeky tone of a film that never asks 
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the viewer to take it seriously. 

Charlie Croker (Wahlberg) and 
Stella Bridger (Theron), on the other 
hand, want to be taken very serious- 
ly. In fact, their only traits are the 
desire for revenge and the ability to 
look impressive in a tight shirt. But 
of course they’re sombre—they’re 
stuck in yet another revenge story 
from a culture obsessed with pay- 
back. 

The set-up for said story works 
quite well. A gang of thieves pull off 
an elaborate heist in Venice by pool- 
ing their collective talents under the 
guidance of master safecracker John 
Bridger (Donald Sutherland) and 
Charlie, his protégé. There's also 
Lyle (Seth Green), the hacker, 
Handsome Rob (Jason Stratham) the 
driver, Left Ear (Mos Def) the explo- 
sives expert, and Steve (Ed Norton) 
the guy who’s obviously going to 
double-cross them because he wears 
a moustache. The tense, fast-paced 
first act, which has a safe full of gold 


bricks lifted, would be a lot better if 
the movie's ads hadn’t already made 
very clear that Steve shoots John. 

It's as if director F. Gary Gray 
(Friday, The Negotiator) was punish- 
ing Ed Norton by making him look 
like a cartoon villain. And maybe he 
was; Norton made a point of letting 
the media know he only agreed to 
be in the movie because of a contrac- 
tual obligation. Ouch. 

The only interesting characters in 
the film are the supporting players. 
Stratham has loads of screen pres- 
ence as a reckless ladies man, and 
both Green and Mos Def are good 
for some laughs. Theron as John’s 
law-abiding daughter, whom the 
gang enlists to help steal back the 
gold and their pride from Steve, is 
little more than set dressing.

art, the personal arc of the sc ript 
sticks close to the themes of choices

This is also an endlessly heartfelt 
tale where everybody, even the shal- 
low Spence, relishes profundity and 
actually have personal depths to 
plumb. Case in point, it’s Spence 


who’s most moved by Arnold 
Schoenberg's turn of the 20th centu- 
ry “Gurrelieder,” a lush and deeply 
romantic cantata for chorus and 


orchestra that is as textually and 
musically dense as it is grandiose. 

More than just a pretty piece to 
quote musically, “Gurrelieder” is a 
sound illustration of Leo-on-the- 
cusp, given the piece’s role as a ful- 
crum composition in a stellar career 
that would see Schoenberg revolu- 
tionize modern music. 

Lemoine borrows a line from the 
piece for the title of his play, and a 
rousing discussion about the mean- 
ing of that same line becomes the 
comic work's climactic exchange, a 
real tour-de-force that makes semi- 
otic ramble sing sweetly. 

Befitting such a stellar cast, the 
performances were superlative 
throughout. Same deal with the pro- 
duction values as a whole. Lemoine 
is crystal-clear in his direction, 
Brausen produced elegant costume 
choices and Marissa Kochanski 
devised a super-clever set design (a 
spare set with simple-yet-evocative 
tiled canvas backdrops giving usa 
dual row of boulevard palm trees 
and a textually significant bluer- 
than-blue expanse of sky).

The neglected pizza treated with 
the respect it deserves at Tony’s 


TONY'S PIZZA PALACE

IT’S KIND OF SAD HOW PIZZA HAS 
become the chump change in the 
international currency of food. 
Grease wheels are the cheesy 
panacea when you need to feed a 
group of people cheaply, when 
you're stumbling drunk and 
starving at the end of a boozy 
evening, or when you only have a 
couple of loonies jangling in your 
jeans and you want something to 
glue your guts together for a few 
hours. 

The people who give you a sec- 
ond pizza for under a dollar are 
mostly to blame for the devalua- 
tion of Italian pie, along with by- 
the-slice joints who do their brisk- 
est business with inébriated clien- 
tele. And chain restaurants have 
gone a long way to lowering the 
bar quality-wise. 

Their generic confabulations of 
dough, tomato sauce, cheese and 
cheap cold cuts have become the 
norm, lowest common denomina- 
ior pizzas that could just as easily 
have come from a freezer. 

But this devaluation has noth- 
ing to do with what's going on at 
Tony’s. With 35 years in the busi- 
ness, Tony’s Pizza Palace fashions 
authentic premium pizza that’s as 
good or better than anything out 
there. The fact that there are two 
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5708-75 St 

































pizzas on the menu which require 
over two hours to cook flies in the 
face of the notion that pizza is a 
convenience food on par with 
burgers. 

You should know before going 
in that Tony’s pizza chefs will not 
be rushed, nor the servers for that 
matter. Quality takes time and all 
that, but that doesn’t fully explain 
the wait. Depending on how busy 
it is, and it often is busy, a Tony’s 
meal can take a while to hit the 
table, so plan ahead and go before 
you're falling over with hunger- 
Know why? Because it’s worth it. 

Before we consider the top- 
pings, let’s talk crust. Let's not 
mince words either: let's talk 
about the best pizza crust in the 
city. Hand-tossed and cooked 
with meticulous attention, each 
pie emerges thin and crispy, never 
overcooked. If you hate doughy or 
yeasty-tasting pizza, step right 
this way friend. 

Four of us headed to Tony’s one 
bustling Friday night, ordering as 
quickly as we could to get the 
waiting over with soon as possi- 
ble. Loaded seemed a good way to 
go, so we ordered a large (14”) 
Palace Special ($23), laden with 
pepperoni, homemade sausage, 
mushrooms, onions, peppers and 
olives. The server advised we 
might need more than that and 
recommended a large Sal’s Deluxe 
($23), a pie topped with capicolli, 
prosciutto, marinated tomatoes 
and bocconcini cheese. We were 
helpless to resist. To keep from 
starving while our pies cooked, 
we ordered a large bruschetta 
($9.95). 

The bruschetta is served on that 
legendary pizza crust, a perfectly 
proportioned blend of tomatoes, 
garlic, olive oil, fresh basil and salt 
and pepper, with a light dusting 
of parmesan cheese. The tomatoes 
seem to melt on the tongue and 
the entirety goes well with Tony’s 
budget-priced house red ($3.50 a 
glass) or draft beer ($3.50 a pint). 

We waited (and waited) for the 
pizza, keeping a close eye on the 
kitchen passthrough to see if the 
next pizzas out of the oven were 
ours. It may have been as much as 
half an hour before ours arrived, 
but once they were set before us, 
all was forgiven. 

The Palace Special was definite- 
ly loaded and, thankfully, not 
overburdened with cheese to hold 
everything together. But it was 
Sal’s Deluxe that stole my pizza 
lovin’ heart—limpid pools of 
melted bocconcini concealed rib- 
bons of salty prosciutto and lean 
capicolli, under which lurked 
juicy morsels of marinated toma- 
to, all on that superlative crust. 
And because the crust is so thin,
